The Investigation Committee 
Asks Further Time. 


DOWNEY AVENUE BRIDGE BIDS. 


A Short Session With no Lively Pro­ 
ceedings—Mayor Workman Re­ 
fuses to Sign Certain Papers. 


The City Council met yesterday, Presi­ 
dent Humphreys in the Chair, and 
Messrs. Hanley, B&rrtet, Mori&rty, Teed, 
Collins, Bosbyshell, Book, Gibbs and 
Bmsabaugh present. 
Mayor Workman recommended that 
immediate action be taken to construct 
bridges across the river at Ninth and 
Seventh street, as they were necessary. 
The property-owners had been promised 
the bridges long ago, and they should be 
built. 
Captain Barrett moved that the matter 
be referred to the Bridge Committee, to 
report as soon as possible. Carried. 
Mr. Woodhead stated that the Water 
Company was charging him about double 
the rates allowed by law. The company 
had refused to take the amount due un­ 
der the law. His water had been sold 
by meter, and the only question was one 
of law—as to whether the water compa­ 
ny could Ox its own rates. He asked 
that the city take up the matter and in­ 
struct the City Attorney to defend the 
case in the courts and test the validity of 
the ordinance. 
Mr. Collins said that he would like to 
have the secretary of the Water Com­ 
pany state his side of the case before en­ 
tering into a law suit, which would be 
quite costly. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh said that the Council 
had gone slow in the matter, and sug­ 
gested that it be referred to the Water 
Committee and City Attorney to investi­ 
gate.Captain Barrett moved that it be so 
ordered. Carried. 
Mayor Workman presented a letter 
from J. Diaz Prieto, asking help for the 
flood sufferers in Chihuahua. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh said that the City had 
no money to give away, but that the 
most that could be done was to recom­ 
mend the worthiness of the cause to the 
citizens. So ordered. 
Mayor Workman returned without sig­ 
nature the resolution to grade Ventura 
street, as over one half of the property 
owners protested against the grading of 
the street. 
Captain Barrett asked that the opinion 
of the City Attorney be read in regard to 
the signature of the Mayor to the award 
of contracts. The opinion of the City 
Attorney was to the effect that 
the Mayor had no power to veto the 
award or the notice of award, under the 
Vrooman act. Captain Barrett said that 
the only power the Mayor had in the 
premises was as regards the notice of in­ 
tention which he could veto, but after 
the contract had been awarded by the 
Council the property owners were the 
only ones who had the veto power. On 
his motion the opinion was referred to 
the Mayor. 
The Auditor’s weekly list of balances 
was read and referred to the Finance 
Committee. 
Mayor Workman returned the resolu­ 
tion to establish the grade of Louisiana 
avenue without his signature, as over 
one-half of the property owners had pro­ 
tested against the same. Referred to 
the Board of Public Works. 
Mayor Workman returned without his 
signature 
the resolution to grade 
Brooklyn avenue for the reason that it 
would cost the city a large sum, since the 
property was not assessed at a sum suffi­ 
cient to cover the expense of grading. 
The law required that property shall not 
pay for grading over one-half of the as­ 
sessed value of the lot, and in this case 
the assessed value of the lots would not 
be near enough to cover the grading and 
the city would have to pay the difference. 
Laid over for one week to give property 
owners an opportunity to furnish bonds 
to relieve the city of any responsibility. 
The committe appointed to investigate 
the charges against Chief Cuddy asked 
further time. Granted. 
The Fire Commissioners asked the ap­ 
pointment of a special committee to wit­ 
ness a test of the Richmond alarm sys­ 
tem which bad been completed. Re­ 
ferred to a committee of the whole to in­ 
vestigate to-day.

before the fund was large enough to pay 
Mrs. Biglow. 
The report of the Board of Public Works 
ms published on Sunday morning was 
adopted. 
Mr. Hanley said that Mr. Burlingame 
was not grading Griffin avenue according 
to specifications which required the 
gravel to be rolled. The City Surveyor 
Instructed to look into the matter. 
The City Surveyor was instructed to 
lay 150 feet of pipe at tlié end of the 
Frick contract line in the Seventh Street 
Park. 
The Sewer Committee asked further 
time to obtain rights of way over the 
line of the proposed outfall sewer. The 
work was progressing but the committee 
needed authority to have help in the 
matter. Upon motion the committee 
was given authority to employ aid. 
An ordinance prohibiting bathing in or 
banting on the reservoirs and lakes in 
the city was read and adopted. 
The City Attorney stated that the City 
Council had no authority to pass an 
ordinance relating to the issuance of 
building permits as he had been in­ 
structed to draw it.

nose—a condition popularly known as “Dry 
Catairh.” 
The disease speedily extends to the air cavi­ 
ties of the bones of the forehead and face, giv­ 
ing rise to a distressing sensation of heavy 
weight or compression over the forehead, csne 
daily In the regiou above aud between the

There has 
been nothing in the country better than 
it in all the lines which give a journal 
force, standing and respectability. The 
Nation, although only a weekly journal, 
has been, ever since its establish men t, 
the organ of the most reflecting and 
thoughtful people of this country. While 
it has been dilettanti and perhaps over 
finicky at times, it has always been able 
and philosophical. 
In our review of the newspaper defec­ 
tions from the Republican party we stop 
at New York, but we might easily ex­ 
tend it over the entire length and breadth 
of the United States. These defections 
are particularly numerous amoDgst the 
German papers. 
How do Republican writers and orators 
pretend to explain this great and calam­ 
itous loss to their party, arising from the 
deliberate and emphatic refusal of able 
and sincere men to have anything fur­ 
ther to do with it? Some of the more 
flippant members of the “ God and 
Morality" party will answer that it is all 
due to British gold. But no man of 
weight or sense 
wants 
to 
be 
heard talking „ that way. 
It 
owing in large measure to the 
deliberate treachery of the Republican 
leaders to tbeir pledges to advocate, and 
co-operate in, the work of tariff reduc­ 
tion. 
Instead of making the faintest 
effort to stand in with the Democratic 
members in the the good work con­ 
scientiously supervised by Hon. Roger 
Q. Mills, the Republican members of the 
House of Representatives chose to be­ 
come obstructionists. They were on the 
alert for any petty partizan advantage 
which might turn up, and they were ab­ 
solutely indifferent to the rights of the 
people and the welfare of the nation. 
They have been tried in the balance 
and have been found wanting, and 
the many able journals upon whose 
course we have been descanting have 
only anticipated the verdict of the people 
npon a course characterized by bad faith 
and tergiversation. 
We ask every honest Republican who 
may chance to read this article if there 
is not something very peculiar in the 
situation when three of the leading jour­ 
nals of a great city—to say nothing of its 
greatest pictorial paper—solemnly torn 
their backs upon the Republican party 
and give their warm support to Cleve­ 
land and Thurman ? 


H o w A b o u t S ilv e r ? 
The Republican party forever obtrudes 
the tariff question that a diftossipq of its 
tuanv shortcomings may not be entered 
into. Think of a national party that l>e- 
lieves in free whisky, Chinese equaliza­ 
tion and demonetized silver! Apropos of 
the latter monetary outrage the testi- 
inosy of tho various members of the late 
Commission in i’s investigation of th.i 
silver question is instructive. One of the 
Commissioners cited the case of two men 
each investing $500,000, one in consols 
and the other in an estate in 1873-74, 
showing that the one who bought consols 
would have $715,000, while the other’s 
estate would be worth barely $350,000. 
He adds: “ This amount of depreciation 
* is due solely to the medialization pro­ 
duced by a contracting currency, which 
“ has given to the owner of the consols 
‘ part of the value of the other gentle­ 
man’s estate.” 
Another, an ex-director of the Bank of 
England, in reply to the question why 
the Bland law did not restore silver, 
even if legislation broke it down, said: 
•The demand for gold is unlimited. By 
‘the Bland act that &f silver is limited. 
‘The appreciation of gold and the fall of 
•prices are absolutely synonymous 
‘terms. Bimetallism would arrest the 
‘fall of prices and increase the demand 
‘for labor.” 
A London banker, a member of the 
Commission, had this to say: “ The 
“effect of the depreciation of silver must 
‘finally be the ruin of the wheat and 
‘cotton industries of America and the 
“development of India as the chief 
“wheat and cotton exporter of the 
“world.” 
Great Britain has undergone every 
phase of monetary revolution and evolu­ 
tion which has grown out of the demone­ 
tization of silver in that country in 1818, 
and the general tenor of the testimony, 
in part given above, was that the fall in 
silver, in this and other nations, was dee 
entirely to demonetization aud without 
regard to supply. 
In any light that may be thrown upon 
it, the demonetization of silver is against 
the interests of the farmer, the artisan 
and the miner, and in favor of the bond­ 
holder. And because of ail this the gold- 
bugs have triumphantly erected monopo­ 
lies, trusts and a wealth-aggrandizing 
national banking system, to the detri­ 
ment of every interest represented by 
brawn and muscle. 


T h e Prohibition p a rty of Los Angeles 
county have concluded to make the pres­ 
ent vitar ipfqjorable by showing that 
they hold the balance oí power here. 
The leaders of the organization avow 
their ability to poll twenty-five hundred 
votes in this county this Fall. The de­ 
feat of the Republican party in the com­ 
ing elections in the Nation, State and 
county will result in that organization no 
longer doing business at the old stand, 
and the inheriting of its effects by the 
Prohibitionists. This is a prize worth 
struggling for, and it is precisely where 
the leaders of the movement have Bet 
their stakes. Their motto is excelsior, 
and they have all the ear-marks of 
winners.

P rogress. 
E d ito r s H e r a l d : There seems to be 
natural and deeply-seated prejudice 
against machinery. Howe, in his at­ 
tempts to introduce the sewing machine, 
was mobbed by irate tailors. Scores of 
self-binders were burned or otherwise 
jured the first eeason of their use. The 
miners of the Hocking Yalloy success- 
ully resist the operation of coal-mining 
machinery. The introduction of fence 
looms invariably arouses opposition from 
the carpenters. 
Indeed, though this 
antipathy is hardly manifest as respects 
machinery long in use, it Í3 sure to 
kindle upon the advent of almost every 
new device, a fact which proves the real 
existence of the prejudice. That this re­ 
pugnance is largely prejudice is forcibly 
illustrated in the history of the Press. 
Guttenburg, with his printed Bibles, was 
persecuted as a conspirator with Diab- 
olus. It was supposed that press work 
would supercede, if not obliterate oleiical 
labor, How wide of the facts Mich sup­ 
position is the history of printing shows. 
By the old and tedious process of copy­ 
ing, a volume like the Bible rated at 
from $300 to $1,500, in an age, too, 
whe labor 
rated 
far b low its 
present 
compensation. 
Ti.e enor 
mous reduction in price of product 
has intensified demand in so much 
greater ratio that labor itseli so far from 
being diminished, has been multiplied a 
hundred fold and at advanced rates. 
The daily impreseions issued from the 
press of Los Angeles alone, would blanket 
forty acres. If written, the same work 
would require a force of scribes equal to 
the whole population of California work­ 
ing eight hours per dium. So far, how­ 
ever, from lessening manuel labor, the 
facts are that under the old system a sin­ 
gle written copy of a morning paper would 
cost more than the present annual sub­ 
scription, while if the accessory labors of 
news gathering, editing, proof-reading, 
etc., be taken into account, few citizens 
of Los Angeles could afford the single 
copy. As a regular issue, such a thing 
as a dailv, weekly or even monthly pa­ 
per would be an impossibility. But with 
the tremendous acceleration of power un­ 
der modern appliances, a thousand new 
demands upon labor are created as well 
as the means for its liberal remuneration. 
Any just estimate of tho influence of 
the press npon industrial progress must 
center in the primal fact that its influ­ 
ence alone has made and still makes 
possible the conditions essential to such 
progress. This fact radiates to every 
point 
of 
the 
social 
horizon. 
The centrifugal forces operating to 
scatter mankind 
over 
the 
face 
of the earth, the different pursuits, 
motives and inclinations natural auu 
grow ing out of geographical differences, 
the isolation of communities and the 
prejudices engendered by it, would soon 
disrupt National unity itself, and the 
opportunities for concurrent progress it 
affords. The very language of a people 
loses its unity and breaks away into dia­ 
lects under such influences. Indeed, in 
view of what the prjss has done to chec 
disintegrations, allay differences and 
unify effort, but, above all, of the vantage 
ground it has afforded mankind, individ­ 
ually and collectively, for advancement 
by conserving the achievements of an 
individual or generation as a starting 
point for the efforts of another, not only 
may it be juHtlv claimed as the Archime­ 
dean lever and foothold by which the 
world is moved; but prophetically, also, 
it may be considered seriously as the 
principal factor to usher in the good time 
coming, the long looked for millennium 
when strife shall cease and earth’s 
golden era again prevail. 
The press embraces in the most curi­ 
ously connotative manner of any word in 
the language the triple alliance of 
science, art, and industry. It is all three, 
and this explains the peculiar relations 
its craftsmen maintain to all others. If 
the law is the excellence of human wis­ 
dom, the press is as much more at 
is covered by human wisdom ap­ 
plied. 
Taking 
as 
representatives 
of this class the newspaper man, 
Bohemian 
or 
journalist 
(neither 
term does him justice) there is no other 
claes or calling so accessible as he to all 
other classes. Indeed, this is not enough 
to say of him. He does not merely pre­ 
sent a portion of his many-sided nature 
accessable to every one, his very nature 
sends him out among other classes to win 
their sympathy, learn their desires, lis­ 
ten to their grievances, and thuB, through 
understanding all, build up, unite and 
benefit all. 
1 see I have not room in the limits of a 
popular article to speak particularly of 
the business itself as a profession, a fine 
art, and a trade; nor more particularly 
than I have done of the manner in which 
it builds up the liberal professions, 
schools, sciences, and even speculation ; 
nor even how, in the strange stimulus it 
first inspires and afterwards gratifies, it 
has created a line of allied a-t-trades, 
such as lithographing, engraving and 
electrotyping. But, passing all these, I 
must claim indulgence to speak briefly of 
what I consider just here and now the 
most important of all, viz: Ti.e relation 
of the local press to industrial develop 
ment in Los Angeles. 
The press here, more than anything 
else, prepared the way, organized the 
energies and developed the possibilities 
fur the building of Ix>s Angeles. The 
press now, in the infancy and disordered 
state of our industries, alone can put in 
operation the factors of their develop­ 
ment, expansion and direction. The 
press, alone, just now, is doing this. 
There are momentous questions of future 
growth, serious questions of present and 
prospective danger, interesting questions 
of means and ends. The press alone, at 
this time, can disseminate the knowl­ 
edge, concentrate the attention, quicken 
the thought and direct the study and the 
effort that shall solve these problems. 
Perhaps there is an earnestness as yet 
untried which our newspapers can bring 
to the subjects; but certain it is that 
what they are now doing and willing to 
do, cannot fail of appreciative response 
in a community go alive to its interests 
as the city of Loe Angeles.

A Statesmanlike Document — The 
Regalar Congressional Grist. 
W ashington Waifs. 


¡Associated Press Dispatches to the H e r a ld .1 
W a sh in g to n, July 23.—The President 
sent to Congress to-day a message trans­ 
mitting the fourth annual report of the 
Civil Service Commission, covering the 
report between the 16th of January, 1886, 
and the 1st of July, 1887. 
The first half of the message is a sta­ 
tistical analysis of the Commissioners’ 
report. The remainder of the message 
embodies President Cleveland’s latest 
idea on the subject of Civil Service Re- 
iorm. Thi3 portion of the message in 
full reads as follows : 
The path of Civil Service Reform has 
not at all times been pleasant nor easy. 
The scope and purpose of the reform has 
been much misapprehended, and this 
has not only given rise to strong opposi 
tion, but has led to its invocation by its 
iriends to compass objects not in the 
least related to it. Thus partisans of the 
patronage system have naturally con­ 
demned it. Those who do not un­ 
derstand its meaning either mis­ 
trust it, or, where disappointed 
because in its 
present stage it 
is not applied to every real or imagin­ 
ary ill, charge those entrusted with its 
enforcement with faithlessness to Civil 
Service Reform. Its importance has fre­ 
quently been overestimated, and the sup­ 
port of good men has thus been lost by 
their lack of interest in its success. Be­ 
sides all these difficulties, those responsi­ 
ble for the administration of the govern­ 
ment in its executive branches, have 
been and still are often annoyed and ir­ 
ritated by the disloyalty to the service 
and the insolence of the employees who 
remain in place as the beneficiaries and 
the relics aud the remyindera of the vi­ 
cious system of appointment which the 
Civil Service Reform was intended to 
displace. And yet these are but the in­ 
cidents of an advance movement which 
is radical and far-reaching. Tho people 
are, notwithstanding, to be congratulated 
upon the progress which had been made 
and upon the firm, practical and sensible 
foundation upon which this reform now 
rests. With a continuation of the intel­ 
ligent fidelity which has hitherto char­ 
acterized the work of the Commission, 
and with a continuation and increase of 
the favor and liberality which have 
lately been evinced by Congress in the 
proper equipment of the Commission for 
its work, with a firm but conservative 
and reasonable support of the reform by 
all its friends, and with the disappear­ 
ance of opposition which must inevitably 
follow its better understanding, the exe­ 
cution of the Civil Service law cannot 
fail to ultimately answer the hopes in 
which it had its origin.

Itsajs there was 
suppression of votes of colored citizens at 
the recent municipal election at Jackson, 
Miss. The suppression was not partial, 
but total. No colored citizens voted at 
said election. 
The report recites the story of the sup­ 
pression of colored voteB, and finds that 
the resolution of the colored men to ab­ 
stain from voting was due to terrorism 
by the actions of the white league and of 
a committee appointed by it. The testi­ 
mony taken shows that Samuel Living­ 
stone. Deputy United States Marshal, ... 
E. Wilson, Deputy Collector of Internal 
Revenue, and two other persons engaged 
in the serviced the United States, were 
active participants in the proceedings 
which led to the suppression of voters. 
The committee further submits a resolu­ 
tion for adoption, condemning the con­ 
duct of the United States officers men­ 
tioned. and expressing the opinion that 
they should be dismissed from public 
service. 
PACIFIC RAILROADS COMMITTEE. 
The Senate Committee to which was 
referred the report of the Pacific Rail­ 
road Commissioners, liad a short meet­ 
ing this morning, but did nothing except 
enter the printing of certain papers. It 
adjourned to meet next Friday, when the 
question whether or not the Outhwaite 
bill shall be reported and pressed to 
passage in the Senate, in advance of 
action by the Home, will be considered. 
THE HOUSE. 
In the House to-day, Dockery, of Mis­ 
souri, submitted the conference report on 
the bill requiring tho Pacific Railroad 
Companies to construct and operate sep­ 
arate telegraph fines. The report was 
agreed to and the House then adjourned. 
Before acting on the Pacific telegraph 
matter, the Senate bill to perfect the quar­ 
antine service of the United States was 
taken up and passed. 
Springer introduced in the House a 
bill providing that in addition to the 
taxes already im]>osed on any product 
manufactured by trusts, there shall be 
imposed an internal revenae tax of 40 
per cent., and that no drawback shall be 
allowed on sach goods when exported. 
The House conferees on the Anderson 
bill requiting the Pacific Railroads to 
maintain and operate their own telegraph 
fines, have agreed to the Senate amend­ 
ments. These eliminate the require­ 
ments that the roads shall construct the 
lines, and leave the manner of acquire­ 
ment open to the discretion of the com­ 
panies.

>resent and Justice Day and Smith would 
>e the other members of the Commis­ 
sion. 
TARNELL PLEADS FOR FAIR PLAY. 
Parnell said it seemed Smith had a 
friendly hint from the counsel for the 
Times, in consequence of which the in­ 
quiry was to be extended, not only into 
his personal conduct but into the acts of 
the League in America, Ireland and 
Great Britain. It was evident the case 
as regards the forged letters was going to 
break down. He demanded of the Gov­ 
ernment to limit the scope of the 
Commission to what originally pro­ 
posed, namely—the charges against 
himself and other Irish members. 
Allegations against the League could not 
come before the Commission as a fleeting 
him. They were the most cruel and in­ 
famous charges ever made against a pub­ 
lic man. He could demonstrate that the 
letters were forgeries. He admitted he 
had had communication with John De- 
voy, but thoie communications were 
solely in regard to political matters, and 
were open to tho fullest scrutiny. 
He also admitted making a speech at En­ 
nis in favor of boycotting. He believed 
boycotting did good then, but had ceased 
to advocate it after the passage of the 
arrears bill of 1882. To make the in­ 
quiry, the judicial government ought to 
definitely specify the charges, and also 
provide a scrutiny of the documents on 
which the charges are based. It was 
of importance to the Irish members to 
see those documents before the Commis­ 
sion began to sit. 
GLADSTONE DENOUNCES TORY METHODS. 
Here there was an expectant pause, 
during which crieB were raised for the 
Attorney-General. No member of the 
Government responding, Gladstone ex­ 
pressed surprise that the Government 
did not answer Parnell, and declared 
there must be an answer. He was not 
prepared to give the unqualified confi­ 
dence in the Commission which Smith 
appeared to entertain, but was in the 
power of the Government to make a 
selection which would have com­ 
manded warm acclamation from every­ 
body. The Government ought to 
make definite charges against definite 
persons. 
There ought to he no 
skulking. The letters were reallv the 
only new charges, and Parnell must’have 
an opportunity to examine them in order 
to face the accusations. A more deplor­ 
able error was never made than when 
the Attorney-General undertook the con­ 
duct of the case of the Times. 
Unless 
Parnell’s conditions were conceded the 
country would be driven to the conclus­ 
ion that the proposals were made to be 
refused. 
Matthews, Home Secretary, maintain­ 
ed that whatever Webster had said was 
solely in his capacity as counsel for the 
Times. The Commission surely could be 
trusted to deal impartially.* ' 
TORY PERSISTENCY. 
Matthews argued that the charges were 
inseparab’e. Doubtless when seeking to 
inflict punishment the charges against 
the accused should lie the most specific 
and defined, but when the object is 
limited to the discovery of the 
truth, such defining is unnecessarv. 
[Loud Parnellite laughter.] The present 
attitude of the Israel I ities caused suspi­ 
cion that they desired to evade inquiry 
or at least hamper and obstruct efforts to 
get at 
the truth. 
One of the 
capital points of the charge tras 
that the members professing to carry 
on 
constitutional 
agitation 
had 
arranged a basis of operations with the 
dynamite faction. Would the country 
be satisfied if these charges were not 
fully probed? The Government thought 
not, and could not consent to limit the 
inquiry. 
Sir Charles Russell said he would pre­ 
fer action before the most bigoted parti­ 
san jury in London to trial by a tribunal 
constituted upon the unfair terms pro­ 
posed by the Government, the object of 
which appeared not to bring guilt home 
to individuals, but to discredit a party.

MANY REFORMS RECOMMENDED. 


Coleman Makes a Proposition 
His Creditors—Big Fire at

S an F r a n c is c o , July 23.—The (irand 
Jury submitted its final report to-day, 
after having been hearing evidence since 
last December. 
The report urges the 
need of a new city charter and an 
am ended election law to prevent frand 
at the polls. The report says tliat the 
San Francisco elections are controlled to 
a great extent by a league of from twelve 
to fifteen hundred of the criminal ele­ 
m ent. The report is severe in its com­ 
m ents upon the methods and records of 
th e local police courts. 
In the matter of cauvassing the ad 
vanee election returns, the jurors recom­ 
mended to the next Legislature, for the 
prevention of frauds, an am endm ent of 
Section 1,537 of the Political Code, as 
follows: That the ballots be placed in 
piles 
according 
to 
the 
respective 
political 
partios; 
that 
the 
Judges 
count 
the 
tickets of 
each 
party, 
the scratches of each nam e, and the 
tim es each nam e is written upon the op­ 
posing party tick et; that the ballot be 
then replaced in the ballot-box; that the 
figures thus obtained lye given to the pub­ 
lic, after which the regular connt may 
proceed without any attem pt on the part 
of the election officers to figure out the 
results. 
Such a course would not only 
E 
revent fraud, b at give speedy and relía­ 
le advance returns. 
The jurors deplore prize-fight exhibi­ 
tions in club roou s and elsewhere, as 
well as the fact th at many respectable 
citizens give such events substantial 
assistance, thereby ending in educating 
men and boys to a low standard. 
Speaking of Chinatown, the report 
says: Its gambling dens, its brothels 
and its opium joints flourish in spite of 
our police, and its inhabitants live in 
foul kennels, which stifle the visitor with 
their unbearable stenches. The Chinese 
have a complete system by which they 
notify those following illegal occupations 
of the action of the courts and approach 
of the police. 
This vile spot should Ser­ 
iously engage the attention of the Board 
of Health.

peaceably to being

those individuals when they arrived.

Mr. De Las Casas made á very inflam- 
atory speech about instantly withdraw­ 
ing from the club, for which he was 
heartily hissed. 
‘Hold on, boys!” cried the Chairman. 
No hissing! 
Remember, we are all 
gentlem en.” 
One of the “ gentlem en” in the back 
part began to make a speech, which soon 
revealed the fact that he was very full. 
During the rest of the evening he con- 
triubed a lively comedy element to the 
performance by 
jum ping up at 
the 
wrong tim e and proposing impossible 
points of order. 
It took all the spare 
time of two active members to hold him 
down. 
The resolutions were read and 
discussed separately, and the first one, 
which merely denounced the perpetrat­ 
ors of the outrage was adopted. 
It was moved by Mr. McAllister and 
carried unanimously that a committee of 
five be appointed to investigate the 
charges which had been brought against 
members of the Oro Fino Club, and to 
report thereon at a m eeting to be held at 
some future time. 
The chair undertook to appoint this 
committee, but could find no one who 
was willing to serve except Mr. McAllis­ 
ter. 
He was still engaged in searching 
for the other four, when a stampede of 
the element of the meeting which had 
advised the withdrawl from the club 
took place. At a preconcerted signal they 
got up and bolted into the anti-room. 
The door was locked, and they held á 
Caucus by themselves. 
An orator on the 
out side mounted a chair, and declared 
that the bolters proposed to break up the 
meeting and reorganize when the Moore 
faction had left the room. 
The scheme was a.failure. The other 
crowd staid by and sent over to the regu­ 
lar hall for reinforcements. W hen the 
bolters came out of their secret caucus, 
the complexion of affairs had changed, 
and the Moore crowd were overwhelm­ 
ingly in the ascendency. 
W hen Niles 
and Fehnem an entered the room they 
were greeted with a cheer that showed 
that the sym pathies of a great majority 
of the club were with them. 
The ballot-box prestidigitators then 
began to carry the war into the enem y’s 
country. 
Instead of being denounced, 
they denounced the others. They made 
speeches trium phantly clearing them ­ 
selves, and showing that they were the 
i eal Oro Finos, and the others only a 
base alloy, a pinch beck imitation.

Mr. Niles came out strong on the prin­ 
cipal question, and narrated Bome inter- 
esting'facts. “ Who had paid for the fur­ 
niture in the club rooms and footed the 
bills for all political performauces thus 
far? W alter Moore ana his friends. Who 
were these bullies? They had no stand­ 
ing either in the club or the party. 
hey 
were nobody.” 
The alleged “ respectable elem ent” sat 
silent and discomfited. 
A temporary 
divertissement was created in their favor 


utes before it was time. 
At General 
Boyce’s order the Judge, M cllmoil, ille­ 
gally took the ballot-box under his arm 
and ran away with it up the stairs. “ Who 
is to blame that there was no election in 
the Fourth Ward ? 
Boyce, Payne and 
Gosper.” 
Benjamin then took* the floor and re­ 
lated how the “ bosses” had tried to fool 
the colored men, and how he had de­ 
tected them in the act of scratching off 
the names of the colored candidates 
when they had promised to support 
them . It was then that he had turned 
and worked againt the caucus ticket. 
The end was a row. Mr. Niles, after 
taunting the would-be bolters with never 
having paid any dues, moved that the 
crowd which had opposed Moore in his 
performances on Last Saturday be de 
nounced. 
The Chairman refused to put the mo­ 
tion. 
It was pushed, and would have 
been carried by an overwhelming major­ 
ity, had not the bolters broken up the 
meeting by rushing for the door and 
calling out “ adjourn.” 
The Chairman 
left his position, and with a cheer for 
Harrison and Morton, and another for 
W alter S. Mooie’s friends, the mob 
poured out of the room.

France a n d B oulanger. 
E ditors H erald : The news columns 
of the H erald a few mornings ago con­ 
tained an official announcement from 
Alsace-Lorraine, that after a given date 
“ all private documents written iu French 
must be accompanied by an authorized 
German translation, at the cost of the 
parties concerned.” The purport of this 
requirement is apparent to all—it is an­ 
other straw intended to break the camel’s 
back. 
Notwithstanding the prevalence of 
wise counsels in the government of 
France, and however desirous may be 
the French as a nation to maintain an 
honorable peace, the day is approaching 
when Germany, instigated by Prussia, 
will 
declare 
war—a cold-blooded, 
offensive war levied not to right any 
wrong, but solely in hopes of gaining 
political prestige. All the signs of the 
time indicate the precipitation of a con­ 
flict in the near future. No matter how 
nor when the thing happens, France re­ 
members in mortification mingled with 
indignation, her disasters of 1870-1, 
caused bv treachery at home and corrup­ 
tion in high place3; she remembers the 
peremptory demands of fhe victors who, 
substituting might for right, not satisfied 
with an adequate indemnity in money, 
exacted a large portion of the French 
territory and thus sowed dragon’s teeth 
in the treaty of peace. France, now 
stronger than ever before, remembers in 
sorrow her lost provinces, not conquered, 
not assimilated, but temporarily held 
down by the mailed hand of force. 
French departments where little chil­ 
dren. treated like adscripts of the soil, 
are denied by an imperial edict,even the 
privilege to receive public instruction in 
French, tho native language of their par­ 
ents. The mourning statue of Strasburg 
in the Place de la Conorde to-day mutely 
appeals to the sympathy of every French 
heart. No Delphic oracle of old was 
more eloquent than yonder dumb statue 
veiled with weeds. 
The wager of battle 
flung at France shall provoke on her part 
a war of reprisal, of revenge, of enthusi­ 
asm, and therefore of success. For the 
catastrophes which may ensue she shall 
not be held responsible in history. 
A tentative, democratic Republic such 
as they have in France, beset with ene­ 
mies within and without, can not and 
will not undertake at present so perilous 
a venture as a declaration of war against 
Germany and all her partners, dormant 
or in active alliance with her. The first 
step to a declaration of war would require 
a favorable vote by the Chamber of Dep­ 
uties and the Senate—-that is to say, the 
consent of the entire commonwealth. In 
Prussia, on the contrary, a declaration of 
war depends on an order from the sover­ 
eign. This sovereign is now a Ctesar in 
authority as well as in title. Rut, a re­ 
capitulation of adverse votes in the 
Reichstag will show that Bismarck’s 
scheme of a pan-Germanic confederation 
and solidarity is fraught with elements cf 
disintegration, while the young Kairer, 
who is at this moment on a politico-03cu- 
latory tour, and parading in a barge of 
state as freo from blemish as was the 
galley of Cleopatra, true to the ambition 
of his house, is anxious to shore up, it is 
said, the federal fabric erected by his 
sires at the cost of so many bloody sacri­ 
fices ; anxious to prop up by any means 
the German Empire, which a Berlin 
organ represents as shaking on its found­ 
ations. 
Bismarck is so well aware of these and 
other pertinent facts, that with a view to 
bolster up liis 
aggressive policy, 
he 
lias 
evoked 
the 
spectre 
of 
a menacing French 
dictatorship,— 
the sword of Damocles, an absurd phan­ 
tom which haunts the brain of the dis­ 
tinguished statesman on the other side of 
the Ithine. No! The French people 
are warmly and earnestly attached to the 
institutions that have brought ujion the 
country the blessings of Liberty, and it 
is only after a series of glorious victories 
in the field that a great leader might 
once more be raised to the supreme 
power as a military dictator. Militarism 
in France? Why, Prussia is to-day a 
standing military camp, one park of artil­ 
lery, one net work of fortifications and 
frowning bulwarks. Her principal in­ 
dustry 
is 
the 
manufacture 
of 
cannon and gunpowder, her rail­ 
way 
stations 
are 
converted into 
into army depots, and her military roads 
all ramify to the frontiers of France. All 
who are not military count for nothing, 
and are relegated to the back seats in the 
councils of the nation. Bismarck, an 
avowed civilian and pacificator, dons his 
regulation uniform, spurs and all, to visit 
the venerable Emperor in his last mo­ 
ments ; even the surroundings of death 
in the imperial bed-chamber are made 
to bristle and shine with the arms and 
engines of war. The Kingdom of Prus­ 
sia, among the states of Europe, owes its 
importance to war only. It has always 
been engaged 
in 
war 
or 
war 
schemes. ’The reigning Emperor, the 
embodiment of 
the national spirit, 
prides himself upon his special military 
education. If not a man of war in em­ 
bryo, then what is he? 
The French are constantly threatened 
by this neighboring Ca'sarism, this cen­ 
tralized imperial administration, for the 
time being the greatest military power in 
the world. They are prepared for the 
coming conflict. 
In conclusion I beg to say that I yield 
to none in appreciation of all that is due 
to Germany—to the great Teutonic race, 
that has done so much for the advance­ 
ment of art, science, literature and civil­ 
ization ; that has produced so many emi­ 
nent leaders in all branches of human 
pursuit and inquiry, but, in common 
with all peace-lovers of the world. I 
humbly protest against the menacing, 
the high-and-mighty attitude of the ruler 
is Prussia, the power behind the throne, 
greater than the throne. A. P. D ietz.

A U niversal L anguage. 
E ditors H ebald—The establishment 
of a universal language has been con­ 
tinually for years past the theme of 
eavants. In my humble judgment this 
is an undertaking far above human en­ 
deavor ; for, in order to obtain such an 
object, it would be necessary to overcome 
obstacles of colossal magnitude. First, 
it would be essential for all governments 
to pledge themselves to teach the chosen 
language within their respective juris­ 
dictions, and as is clearly understood, 
the difficulties would begin with the se­ 
lection of a language; then, too, tbeie 
are countries whose Bpirit of tradition 
would interfere with the adoption of the 
new tongue. I refer principally to the 
lands of the Orient. I cannot be ac­ 
cused of exaggeration. This spirit of 
tradition 
greatly 
retards 
innvo- 
vation 
in 
cultured 
countries. 
Even in Europe herself we see proofs 
of it. 
Take, for example, Germany, 
where the desire of men influential in 
tlitical and literary circles to substitute 
‘ 
‘ writing, their efforts 


have been futile against the tenacity of 
the traditionists. It is indisputable that 
the customs and language of a nation 
constitute its real boundaries more than 
mountains and rivers. I am not op­ 
posed to the establishment of a general 
language; on the contrary, would be 
F 
leased if it could be accomplished. But 
do not believe Volapuk is destined to 
effect this marvel. It will succeed in 
increasing the number of languages, not­ 
withstanding. 
If from among the 
languages already established one is 
chosen which, by its richness, possesses 
the greatest advantages, then there will 
be a base to start from, and it should be 
taken into account that it is already 
spoken by numerous people; perhaps by 
this means a satisfactory result may be 
obtained in the course of centuries. In 
order that the difficulties which Volapuk 
presents to all nationalities may be per­ 
ceived I copy a newspaper paragraph 
written in Eaid language: 
“ Om iets met vrucht te kunnen ver- 
beteren, dien men echter eerst de gebre- 
ken groudig te keunen, en het is beter 
dezelve inoedig ouder de ovgen te zien 
dan den blik te sluiten en nit te roepen; 
‘alies is volmaaxtl* Laten wij duson- 
partijdig nagaan in welke opzichten de 
wereldtaal verbetering behocft.” 
What Englishman, Spaniard, French­ 
man, or Russian could find similarity be­ 
tween his mother tongue and this jargon ? 
I perceive then that Volapuk is a chi­ 
mera notwithstanding a certain learned 
man has a different opinon. Now the 
question of selecting a universal language 
is not so difficult. 
Let the New York 
Herald speak on the subject.” 
"If we need a universal language that 
would be for all nations what the man­ 
darin dialect is for the different provinces 
of China, we could adopt the ancient 
Greek or the modern Spanish. 
Putting 
aside the prejudices that arise from 
affection and association, there is no lan­ 
guage so logical, so beautiful, and at the 
same time so exact in the simplicity of 
its rules as the Spanish, and its impor­ 
tance is greater then is generally sup­ 
posed when it is taken into account that 
it is spoken in all the countries extend­ 
ing from the Rio Grande to Cape Horn 
and that it has left ineffaceable remem­ 
brances from the coast of Florida to dis­ 
tant Oregon. For the purposes of dis­ 
course, eloquence, devotion, poetry or 
conversation, the Spanish has no superi­ 
or among living languages, and in many 
respects possesses excellences that none 
other can equa1.” 
The Timen-Democrat, the leading paper 
of New Orleans, expresses itself as fol­ 
lows : 
“In fact, in the present time the great­ 
est attention is being given to the ques­ 
tion of the adoption of a universal lan­ 
guage, and never with more reason than 
now, in which the state of progress de­ 
mands said measure as a real necefsity, 
“ There was a time when Greek was the 
language of the civilized world. 
Then 
Latin succeeded, which has been more 
generally spoken than any other. Then 
French had its turn and has been used for 
some time in the higher classes ot all 
countiies. To-day the English tongue 
r.eaiest approaches universality, never­ 
theless in these later days it has been ex­ 
tended comparatively little. In the pres­ 
ent day all countries are striving after 
uniformity, and it is to be regretted if on 
the one hand has been attained that 
which relates to weights, measures, etc., 
which eimplify mercantile transactions, 
on the other no progress has been made 
in regard to the language question. On 
the contrary we seem to get further away 
each day owing to the fact that each na­ 
tion desires to have its own speech pre­ 
ferred. 
“ As a necessary consequence of 
this difficulty the Volapuk language 
was invented, which, as everyone 
knows, has failed in accomplish­ 
ing the desired end. The formation 
of a new language is almost an impossi­ 
bility, it lacks a point of departure, it 
lacks a people who speak it. In that case 
it would become a written, but never a 
spoken language. 
“ Let us then discuss the selection of 
a language in use. The task of finding 
one that serves for universal speech is 
very simple. The Arabic has been pro­ 
posed, on account of its richness and 
harmony, and because it is parent to the 
majority of European languages. The 
Sanscrit also has been mentioned; but a 
dead language is impracticable. 
“The Ifcrald is right. Put aside the 
question of race, and consider the Span­ 
ish as the language best adopted for gen­ 
eral us*. Besides being better adapted 
than any other for eloquence, poetry, 
conversation and commerce, it is so 
similar to Latin 
that it 
can be 
eaeily learned by those possessing a 
knowledge of said’language. Its pronun­ 
ciation is simple and agreeable to the 
ear. Of a mathematical simplicity, it is 
at the same time the only phonetic lan­ 
guage among living oneB. it is the easi­ 
est of all languages, and with the excep­ 
tion of English, Russian and perhaps 
German, is the most spoken in the civil­ 
ized world. Let the English, German 
and French lay aside their prejudices, 
and they will find in the Spanish tongue 
a Volapuk already made, infinitely supe­ 
rior, as a spoken language to the linguis­ 
tic invention of Schelejer.” 
It to the adduced reasons we add that 
in the higher schools of all civilized coun­ 
tries, Latin (which is mother of the 
Castilian^ is taught, and that besides 
in the languages most used there 
are a large number of words taken from 
the Latin, there is no doubt but that the 
language of Cervantes is called to occupy 
the position of universal speech, if some 
day the beautiful idea should be realized. 
After reading the opinions of La Re­ 
pública of San Francisco, the New York 
Herald and The Times-Democrat of New 
Orleans, we can assert that the said Cas­ 
tilian language is not only very beauti­ 
ful but possesses the advantage of being 
easily learned. In no other language 
can one learn to read well in so short a 
time as in the Spanish. 
After many 
years of practice as Professor of said 
language, 1 confident lv assert that any one 
devoting himself to the study of Castilian 
can learn to read and spell it correctly 
in one month, or in less time. Conse­ 
quently, if one can so readily read a lan­ 
guage, surely there should be no difficul­ 
ty in speakihg it in a comparatively short 
time, unless one is very deficient in 
memory. 
We all understand that the idea of 
uniting nations in brotherhood by means 
of language is a subject of the greatest 
importance, and that future generations 
may by this method attain results of in­ 
estimable value; but at the same time 
we foresee the impediments that may 
interfere, as well as the means to over­ 
come them in time. Let the German, 
French, Spanish and English Govern­ 
ments unanimously agree to abolish the 
teaching of Latin and Greek in the uni­ 
versities and adopt the Castilian lan­ 
guage instead. Do likewise in the public 
schools, and shortly a very large number 
of persons may possess a’ knowledge of 
said language, or may be the germ of the 
establishing of a universal language, 
which, even though paid nations may 
not speak it familiarly, would yet be en­ 
abled to transact piiv&te business, as 
well as official. The proposition to sup­ 
press Greek and Latin will be regarded 
unfavorably by many, and not a few will 
denounce it as absurd; but those who 


will study it with impartiality and dis­ 
interestedness, and breaking off from a 
long established custom, will perceive 
the futility of youth wasting time in or­ 
der to memorize languages which, if pre­ 
viously indispensable, are not 
eo 
to-day; then, 
they 
wero 
obliged 
to study in order to 
obtain a 
knowledge of the different sciences, 
which in our day are found translated in 
the expressed languages, and that an 
understanding of the two dead languages 
is of little value in the present era. Cer­ 
tain wiseacres say, in defense of Greek 
and Latin, “ that Latin is the key to the 
knowledge of the other languages.” The 
result is that most of those who spend 
time in acquiring the key never study 
another language. Analogous to the case 
of tho traveler who, when reminded of 
the loss of of his trunk*, replied, “Ido 
not care, I have the key.” After having 
passed years in giving íessons in Spanish 
experience has proven that many have 
learned said language without having 
studied either Latin or Greek. If the 
said nations would adopt the proposed 
fflan the progress would he rapid, 
and in a few years the powers 
might congratulate each other on the 
great step towards realizing the beautiful 
ideal of fraternizing the larger portion of 
the universe. 
In conclusion, let me say that the 
Spanish newspapers should co operate, 
taking part in so important a discussion, 
with the purpose of inducing the Govern­ 
ment to contribute directly to the estab­ 
lishment of schools for the Castilian lan­ 
guage in different foreign cities. It is 
indeed strange it has not been done be­ 
fore, since the Castilian tongue charms 
many foreigners into learning it; and all 
Spaniards residing out of Spain must la­ 
ment said lack, which is often the source 
of contempt or lack of consideration.
